Nawſon Kilingworth Eſquire,informs, that he apprehended a Perſon during the 
Fire, about whom he found much combuſtible matter, and certain black things of 
a large Figure, which he could not endure to hold in his hand by reaſon of thei 
cxtream Heat; this Perſon was ſo ſurpriſed at firſt, that he could not anſwer to any 
queſtion, but being on his way to White Hall, he aGted the part of a Madman, fo 
continuing while he was lint with him. : | 

Sir Fobn Maynard, a Member, of.this Houſe, informs, he had ſome of that Com- 
buſtible matter in his hand, and though it was in its Natural <onfiftency funtired, 
yet the Heat was ſcarce to be endured by the touch. 

Mrs. Freeman of Southwark Brewer, whoſe Houſe there was lately burned, informs, 
that the ſame day his Houſe was fired, about a"quarter of an hour before-three, was 
tound a paper with a Ball of Wild-fire, containmg near a-pound wrap'd up in it, 
in the nave. of a wheel, in an outes houſe, 'where lay a great quantity of Timber z 
tow this houſe was fixed he knoweth not 3 but this he affirms to the Committee, 
it could not be by accident, becauſe there had not been any Candle or Fire in the 
Houſe where the Hay lay, that whole day 3 and the Hay being laid up before Mid- 
{ſummer very dry, it could not poflibly be ſet aw fire within it {elf 3 and -moreover, 
he ſaid, the Hay-loft was on fire on the top of the Houſe, and that the Fire ſpread 
from. one.cad. of the, Rod to the other in an inſtant. 

Ms. Richard Harwood ſaith, That he being near the Feathers Tavern by St. Parls, 
on the fourth of September, ſomething like Wild-fire by the ſparkling and ſpitting 
of it, appeared, whercof he gave notice to ſome Souldiers there, who cauſed it to

IN Obedience to an Order to me directed, from the Right Honourable the Com- 
mittee of the Houſe of Commons, then litting in the Speakers Chamber, on 
Thurſday the 2 4th. of Otobey, I carried Robert Hubert to St. Katharines-Tower by 
Water, to ſhew me where the Swedilh Ship lay, that brought him and other 
Frenchmen from Stockbolm 3 he brought me to the Dock, over againlt Mr. Corſt!- 
Is his Brewhouſe, and did certifie to me and Mr. Corſellzs, that the Ship lay there 
till ſuch time, as he with Mr. Pedilow and others, did go and fer Fire to Mr. 
Farmers houſe; and the Examinant faith further, that Mr. Pedilow did tix two 
fire-Balls to a long Pole, and that the ſaid Robert Hibert did fix one in the fame 
manner, and did pat it in at the ſame Window, but with all the Enquiry and 
Ditigence 1 could-make or uſe, I could neither tind, nor hear of any ſuch Ship or 
Veſlcl; and from thence I carried the ſaid Robert Hubert to Tower Hill, and deli-

Being asked whe- 
ther he had not a Shop in Somerſct-houjz, where Popilh Books and Popith 
Knacks are ſold? He ſaid, he b4a4, and that bjs men.ſold ſuch Books and Beads and 
other things, and confeſſed a Crucitix and ſome Reliques 3 he faid he was a.Ro- 
man Catholick, and thanked God for it 3. that he was.no. Prieſt, but wiſhed he

- * Mr. Ab Minitier of Cluppel in Surrey, informs, that being at Cofreld in Leiceſter- 
ſhire this laſt Summer; he ſaw a great Reſort on Sunday to Cofie/d-bouſe, the 
houſe of a Papiſiz and asking ſome that were going thither, what the occation of 
their Reſort thither was? they told him they were going,to Maſſe, and that one 
Mr. Robinſon a Prieſt,did ſay Maſſe.

Mr. Hatton informs, that on the ſixth of Ottober, he went to Newgate and 
meeting with -one Haward, under-Keeper at the door, defired to ſpeak with 
Hiehert the Frenchman, who was then-condemned. Haward told him he could 
not ſpeak with him. yet, for Mr. Harvey the Queen Mothers Confeſſor was in 
private with him, and ſaid, that this Hzrvey uſed frequently to come to the .Pri- 
ſon after Condemnation, and where ©: e-Priſouer. dyed a Proteſtant, many dyed 
Papilts.
